Statutory Meeting of City Council 
Held Monday Night—Mayor Lee 
Outlines the Projects Which Will 
Be Undertaken this year—Council 
Decides to Cancel Artificial Gas 
Franchise.

Tht most important work of the 
eoune!] at this meeting was the de- 
cision to cancel the franchise of the 


International Heating and Lighting 
Co, and the adoption of the first com- 
missioners’ report of the year dealing 
with the much needed extensions to 
the power plant. These extensions 
authorized will cost some $280,000, and 
in view of the imperative need of 
“pure water and more of it,’ and of 
adequate power to operate street 
railway line and electric heht plant 
the aldermen had no hesitancy in 
authoriging this large expenditure of 
public money 


Favors Present Site. 

In connection with the proposed 
$70,000 extension to the waterworks 
plant Commissioner MeNanghton re- 
commende| that the plant be lei. in 
its present Toeation on the “flats hy 
the exhibition grounds. He thought 
this would be wisdom in view of the 
fact that it was. already served with 
railway connection, He’ had been as- 
surcd by the provincial, health officer 
that the riven would: not. be. contamin- 
ited above yhe intake at this point, 
The joeation of the plant on the Gib- 
bona preperty would prove very ex- 
pensive, The water would require to 
be brought down a distance of seven 
wiles to the city and it would be two 
years at least before the new plant 
could be working. He thought © it 
might be advisable for the eity in the 
next two years to spend some money 
securing a survey of the country sur- 
rounding Edmonton to locate it pos- 
Bible a good water supply and water 
power for the eleetric light and power 
plant When the time came for the 
installation of a large plant elsewhere 
he hoped there would be more: pe yple 
in the city to bear the expense. In 
connection with the Gibbons site Com- 
imissioner McNaughton suggested: that 
the city might gradually lay pipe of 
the proper sive westward ns required

Water Supply Inadequate. 

The great need of additional water 
pumpeng capacity wes emphasized by 
the reply of Commissioner McNaugh- 
ton to a auery-of Ald. Manson regard- 
ing thé.present water supply. 

“Suppose the fire bell were te ring 
right now and a fire stapted in the 
business portion of the tity what 
Wouldsdagppen?’'’ askel Ald, Manson: 

“R's not a pleasant thing to con- 
template,’ replied Commissioner Me- 
Naughton. “We might get through all 
rigif{ but the chenees are against it,” 

The $76,000 addition to the pumping 
plant was agreed to unanimonsly 

Street Railway Power. 

The only question raised hy the 
proposal to expend $80,000 to instal 
a street railway power plant was whe- 
they it was sufficient 

Ald. MeInnis thought it was not en- 
ough. The proposed addition would 
provide power enough to» operate 20 
oars.“ Seven cars are now in operation, 
four more have been ordered and four 
more will be asked for this month, 
makiag a total of fiiteen ears in oper: 
ation by spring. If there is business 
enough for fifteen cars now what will 
if be in the summer. He thought pro- 
vision should be made for more than 
iwenty cars. 

Commissioner MeNaughton replying 
to a question of Ald, Armetrong stat» 
ed that 00 extra would be requir- 
ed to provide sufficient power to oper- 
ate therty cars. The aldermen favored 
this extra expenditure until Commis- 
sioner McNaughton explained — that 
new machinery to increase the eapac- 
ity “of the plant cowd be installed 
within three months’ time at 
extra than the interest on the 
borrowed money. It was. therefore, 
decided to make the additions when 
required and in the meantime an $8,- 
0 plant will be installed 

Additions to Light Plant. 

The next item, the expenditure of 
$110,000 in extensions to the electric 
light and power plant was also carried 
without opposition, Commissioner 
McNaughton explained that this ex- 
tongion, together with the power now 
used to operate the street railway 
system, would double the capacity of 
the electric light plant. This
